Wartburg's  Week 


The  bookstore  is  set  to  migrate. 

To  most  of  the  campus  this  is  wel¬ 
come  news  that  has  been  lon|  awaited. 
However,  to  a  number  of  administrative 
and  staff  heads,  the  thought  of  disturb¬ 
ing  the  bookivorms  and  cover  dust  in 
their  present  sanctuary  brings  to  mind 
more  than  a  ream  full  of  proolems. 

Both  Herb  Engelbrecht,  assistant  to 
the  president,  and  Mrs.  Wiimut  Frueh- 
ling,  manager  of  the  bookstore,  agree 
with  the  premise  that  the  addUional 
room  available  in  the  new  site  definitely 
merits  some  sort  of  a  browsing  section 
set-up.  . 

Here  the  headaches  begin.  First, 
just  how  much  of  a  browsing  section 
should  there  be?

A  pre-professional  student  without

The  Germans  will  be  urged  to  stay  neutral  and 
resist  the  armamept  program  of  the  West  along  with 
Western  alliances. 

The  non-Communistic  world  may  be  grateful 
to  Russia  for  having  done  something  that  they 
should  have  dond  years  ago.  Russia  seems  to  be 
concentrating  on  the  Asian  front  and  needs  a  cleaner 
slate  to  attract  any  "suckers." 

A  few  strings  are  attached  to  the  prize  package, 
but  then  what  Russian  prize  isn’t  poorly  wrapped? 

Austria  must  pay  1,000,000  tons  of  oil  annu¬ 
ally  for  the  next  10  years,  $150,000,000  in  goods 
and  other  recompensation  for  the  return  of  the 
war  spoils  grabbed  by  Russia  in  the  name  of  re¬ 
parations. 

Any  attempt  at  "Anschluss"  by  Gemany  is 
strictly  forbidden;  the  four  powers  are  to  protect 
Austna  from  any  such  combination.  No  foreign 
bases  are  to  be  built  or  maintained  on  Austrian  soil. 
This  will  mean  that  the  United  States  will  have  to 
abandon  its  big  base  in  Salzburg. 

With  all  the  catches  it  still  looks  like  a  good 
deal.  Austria  will  serve  as  a  buffer  state  between 
the  West  and  Communism,  but  It  vWU  lean  away 
from  the  Kremlin.  This  Is  another  step  toward  a 
free  Ehirope,  a  goal  which  can  only  be  partly  realized, 
but  which  is  so  inspiring  that  many  temporary  con¬ 
cessions  to  pride  and  economy  are  sacrificed.
